stitution was adopted and a strong 
central authority was created. Then 
came a long conflict as to the mean­ 
ing and interpretation of the consti­ 
tution. and the extent of the delegat­ 
ed and the reserve powers of govern­ 
ment.

There Are a Dozen Different Kinds of 
the Borers. 
“One of the queerest superstitions.” 
says a seeojulhnnd book denier in this 
city,” is the idea that the bookworm 
commits 
immense 
ravages 
among 
printed volumes and yet lins never 
been seen. 
People think it bores holes 
through books anti cats out large cavi­ 
ties in the middle of a volume, then 
disappears, and the superstition even 
goes so far as to assert that the book­ 
worm will eat a hole th at would hold 
a m arble right In the middle of a 
book, then vanish without leaving any 
exit. 
‘‘The plain truth is that alm ost any 
borers that infest wood will bore holes 
through books and also th a t cockroach­ 
es do about as much barm to books 
as any other insects 
There are a dos?- 
en different kinds of borers that do 
more or less dam age to books, and 
the reason why the Insects are not 
more frequently caught is th at they do 
their work and generally leave the 
hook to enter the chrysalis state in oth­ 
er quarters. None of the boring worms 
are large, and even when a borer is 
actually at work the sudden opening 
of the book allows the Insect to drop 
out unobserved. 
‘‘American m ade books, however, are 
very little troubled by borers. 
There 
are so m any different kinds of chem­ 
icals used In the covers, bindings, pa­ 
per and paste that boring insects gen­ 
erally get very sick at the stomach 
before they have made their w ay far 
into an American book. 
In southern 
Europe, however, great dam age is of­ 
ten done to libraries not only by bor­ 
ers, but also by ants, which eat their 
way into the heart of a book and leave 
galleries and chambers easily m istak­ 
en for the work of the borers.”—St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat.
